On Lifton: I now agree with Maggie that, i 
regardless of whether or not hq/has psych- 
iatric problems, his actions are those of 
a provocateur. He waits a year to make a 
"study" base^ upon a double conjecture end-

for the pursht of motives, sends the ^ew York Times a copy to tell them h$w unde-
